More Heat Value for a Dollar 


The Rev. THOMAS A. MERYWEATHER 
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By faith they forsook home and friends and safety, 
for they “endured as seeing Him who is invisible.” 

By faith Mary Josephine Hooker founded a school for 
girls, forty years ago, in Mexico. By faith Dr. Henry 
Lanning started a tiny clinic which, with a fine new build- 
ing soon to be erected, is now St. Barnabas’ Hospital of 
Osaka. 

„And what shall I more say? for the time would fail 
me to tell of Rowe and Brent and Restarick, of the Ram- 
saurs and Hudson Stuck, of Gardiner and Naide and Mo- 
toda, of Colmore and Carson and Reifsnider and Teusler, 
of Demby and Delany, of Mary Glenton and Mary James, 
who “through faith subdued kingdoms, wrought righteous- 
ness, obtained promises.” ; 

They upheld the Church before unbelievers; they open- 
ed gates of forbidden cities; they passed through seas of 
difficulties as by dry land. They were under-equipped, 
they were ill, they were alone; of whom the world was not 
worthy. 

And these all, having obtained a good report through 
faith, received not the promise: God having provided some 
thing for us, that they without us should not be made perfect. 


WHAT IS THE PROTESTANT EPISCOPAL 
CHURCH? 


_ It may be helpful to our readers to answer this question 
briefly, especially to those who are not familiar with the 
history of the subject. 


i 

The word “Church” has two meanings. It means, first 
the building where Christian people gather for worship; and 
secondly, it means the whole family of Christian people 
who constitute the “household of faith.’ In this second 
sense, there is only one church, which is “Catholic” or 
universal, bearing the marks of unity and holiness, and 
sometimes called “The Holy Catholic Church.” It includes 
all Christian bodies, Greek, Roman, Anglican and Pro- 
testant. These names—‘‘Greek,” “Roman,” etc—are only 
descriptive titles of the different fruits of the one tree. All 
of them profess to be founded on the Bible; accept the two 
Sacraments; confess the Creed; and all are bound for the 
one port. The Protestant Episcopal Church belongs to this 
one family of Christians, the Church Militant, 
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H: 

It is called “Episcopal” because it is apostolic in origin, 
and, like the primitive church, is governed by bishops, 
clergy and laity, the bishops being the spiritual overseers, 
but not having unlimited lordship over the flock. It is 
through its bishops that the apostolic pattern of the church 
has been perpetuated throughout the Christian centuries. 
Hence they are called the successors to the apostles. But it 
should be noted that the apostolic succession signifies not 
only the physical fact of continuity, but also and chiefly the 
transmission of the Holy Spirit to all believers through 
bishops. j 

Orlination in our church is thus a spiritual privilege 
conferred on the whole community through bishops, clergy 
and laity, since the Holy Spirit is received and imparted in 
the order named to all. Bishops are consecrated; clergy are 
ordained, and the laity confirmed; but all alike partake of 
the same grace. “There is one body, one Spirit, and one 
hope of your calling; one Lord, one faith, one baptism, one 
God and Father of all, who is over all and in you all.” 


TIT: 

Our church is also called “Protestant” first, because it 
has had bishops who were reformers (Ridley, Cranmer, and 
Latimer); and secondly, because it protests against certain 
errors of the Roman Catholics—papal infallibility, the su- 
premacy of the pope, transubstantiation, and the immaculate 
conception of the Virgin Mary; it also rejects prayers to the 
dead, compulsory confession, indulgences, etc. 

We do so because none of these practices were in the 
Apostolic Church and because the Protestant Bishops purg- 
ed a good part of the church of their use. While wè must, 
in conscience, still protest against these errors, we also re- 
cognize much good in those churches that still believe in and 
practice them. For our church is not narrow or exclusive, 
either towards the Romanists or any other Christian body 
that has gone out from us. It is the honorable claim of the 
Episcopal Church that it stands as the one church which 
has never separated from any church or person—not from 
the Romanists, or the Presbyterian, or the Methodists, or 
the Baptists, or the Quakers. They were not thrust out, 
but left of their own volition. 

You hear it ignorantly. asserted sometimes that the 
Church of England, of which we are a branch, originated 
in the reign of Henry VIII. But among impartial historians 
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it is admitted that this is not the case. The fact is that it 
was the pope who ordered his adherents in the mother 
Church of England to withdraw from that communion, be- 
cause the English people would not acknowledge his su- 
premacy. The love of dominion, which has been the chief 
cause of religious, as of secular wars, was the real cause 
of the scism. But this church stood firm against autocracy, 
and still stands. In this respect, it is both Apostolic and 
Protestant to the core. ie 


It is also, in a special sense, an “American” church. 
Planted here in Colonial days by English missionaries, the 
Episcopal Church has been completely adapted to the condi- 
tions of the new world. It has served the nation well. It 
was the first to build an American College; first to found a 
public library; first to send missionaries to Japan and 
Africa; first to work for the Negro; first to plan Church 
unity; first to organize a Temperance society. It started the 
White Cross movement for Purity; organized the first Asso- 
ciation to help working men; founded the first Orphan’s 
home and the first Organized Charity, and established the 
first Public’ School. 

It is well known that more than two-thirds of the 
framers of the Constitution of the United States were 
Episcopalians; that more than two-thirds of the signers of 
the Declaration of Independence, and all but two of the 
Chief Justices, were churchmen. The five great “fathers” 
of this nation, Washington, Jefferson, Hamilton, Madison, 
and Marshall, were sons of the Episcopal Church. The 
Harrisons, the Livingstons, and the Pickneys were all Epis- 
copalians, as were Henry Clay, Patrick Henry, John Jay, 
Daniel Webster, Benjamin Franklin, Robert E. Lee, Francis 
Scott Key, who wrote “The Star Spangled Banner,” and 
many other leaders. 

The thoroughly American character of our church is 
also seen in the organization of its General Convention, 
which is, in its main features, a replica of the Federal 
Government, with its upper and lower house, and its Su- 
preme Court. 

; It is therefore, thoroughly American, national, demo- 
cratic, representative and progressive. 


The Episcopal Church has three other characteristics 
that emphasize its spiritual mission of help to humanity. 
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It'is a praying church. It has the Book of Common 
Prayer, which by common consent, is the most complete 
and beautiful of all liturgies, and is frequently copied by 
other communions in their forms of worship. 

It is also a teaching church. It stands’ for culture, 
piety, reverence, and righteousness in the service of man- 
kind, There is no excuse for spiritual illiteracy; if we 
make faithful use of the opportunity offered by the church 
for learning the way of salvation, we shall grow in grace 
and in the knowledge of our Lord. 

It is also a missionary church. Social service has al- 
ways dwelt near the heart of its worship and work, as it 
was in the heart of her Lord. It aims-first to leaven hu- 
man lives with the spirit of Christ, and so influence public 
opinion that society itself shall become Christian. 

Its method of doing this is not by revivals, or by noisy 
propaganda or by exaggerating the evils of life, but by 
intelligent study, by education, by co-operation with all hu- 
manitarian agencies, and especially by training the young 
in the love of God and man through its schools and other 
social agencies. The Episcopal Church believes that love 
will win against hate; that a world ruled by Christ’s spirit is 
not noly practicable, but, in the long run, it is. the: only 
sort of world that can be in harmony with the teachings 
of science and with the will of God. 

Such being the nature of the Episcopal Church, let. us 
give it our prayers, our service, and our gifts, and so help 
to make it the Church of Humanity. 


THE NEW PARISH PAPER 


It is natural that communicants and others who are 
contributors ‘of this parish are interested in what is going 
on. and in future events as they are planned.- So we ‘are 
going to have a parish paper, mailed once a month to every 
contributor: Now you are asking, “How much will it cost?” 
The answer to that is that it will cost you the samg amount 
that you are contributing to the support of the parish. Do 
you see the point? If you are a contributor, it will cost 
you nothing and you will get it through the mail every 
month. If. you are not a contributor, then pay up your 
back pledges, get a pledge card from Mr. Cressman and 
‘sign it, and the paper is yours. 

What will you do with it when you get it? Let the 
baby play with it till it is in pieces? Or is this what will 
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happen: you gather up the mail in the vestibule, take it 
into thé front room and start to read. When you see this 
paper, you say to yourself, “I wonder what is going on 
down at the church.” First you read the parish news, and 
you find that there is something going on that you want to 
get in on, or you have a guilty feeling about being away 
from the services. Then you read the news about the work 
of the Church in other places, and you have a proud feeling 
in belonging to such a progressive branch of the Christian 
Church.

The Rev. Thomas A. Meryweather, who has been 
Rector of this parish since April 1, 1922, has resigned and 
will leave the parish November 30. He is leaving to do mis- 
sionary work in the Missionary District of Eastern Oregon. 
He will live at Klamath Falls, Ore., and will care for the 
mission there, St. Paul’s and at Lakeview, 100 miles to the 
east, where there is no church building. 

_ In order to visualize his work, the following facts are 
given: 

He will be the only Episcopal clergyman in a growing 
town now having 8000 people. 

He will be the only Episcopal clergyman in a county of 
5000 sq. miles which is half the size of the State of Mary- 
land, twice the size of the Diocese of Pennsylvania. 

The nearest clergyman of our Church is 175 miles 
north, The Bishop is 300 miles across country and 500 miles, 
by train. 

Besides this pastoral work, Mr. Meryweather is to 
organize and become the head of the Department of Chris- 
tian Social Service in the district.
